use, without the consent aud against the 
will of the government. But, independent. 
!y of the violation of public faith aud mo­ 
ral obligation which are involved rn this 
suggestion, when examined iii lefereuce 
to the terms of the present deposits act.

ly conclusive against the adoption of any 
measure recognising the principles on 
which the suggestion has been made.

The banks proceeded to make loans upon 
this surplus, and thus convened it into 
banking capital ; aud iii this maimer it 
has tended to multiply bank charters, aud 
has had a great agency in producing a 
■pint of w ild specula.ion. 
'The posses- 
sum and use of the property out ol w hich 
this surplus was cleated, belong to the 
people; nut the Government hus fraus. 
furred its possess! h i to incorporated banka 
whose interest and effort it is to make 
large profits out of its use. 
This pro. 
cess need only to be stated to show its 
injustice and bad policy. 
▲od the same observations apply to the 
influence which is produced by the steps 
necessary to collect, as well as to distri­ 
bute such a revenue.

In making the basis of represent 
tation the basis of taxation, the framers 
of the Constitution intended to equable 
the burdens which are necessary to rap­ 
port the Government, and the adoption of 
that ratio, w hile it accomplished this abt 
ject,was also the means of adjusting other 
great topics arising out of the conflicting 
views respecting the political equality e? 
the various members of the confederacy. 
W hatever,therefore, disturbs tbs liberal 
spirit of the compromises which establish# 
ed a nile of taxation so just and equitable 
and which experience has proved to be so 
well adapted to the genius and habits of 
our poofiIe, should be received with the 
greatest caution and distrust. 
A bare inspection, in the annexed table, 
of the differences produced bv the ratio 
used iii the deposit act, compared With 
the results ofa distribution according to 
the ratio of direct taxation, must satisfy 
every unprejudiced mind, that the former 
rutio contravenes the spirit of the Const!* 
tut ion, and produces a degree of injustice 
in the operation of the Federal Cavern- 
(lieut which would be fatal to the hope of 
perpetrating it. 
By the ratio of direct 
taxation, for example, the State of Dela­ 
ware, in the collection of 980,000,000 of 
revenue, would pay into the Treasury 
9 188,7a6 ; end iii a distribution of 980, 
090,000, she will receive back from the 
Government, according to the ratio of the 
deposite bill, the sum of 9306,122; end 
similar results would follow the compari­ 
son between the small aud the large State 
throughout the Union { thus realizing to 
the small Slates un advantage which Would 
he doubtless as un icceptaUe to them as a 
motive for incorporating the principle in 
any system w hich would produce it, as it 
would be inconsistent with the rights and 
expectations of the large Slates. 
It was, 
certainly the intention of that provision of 
the Constitution which declares that “ all 
duties, imposts, and excises/’ shall be 
“ uniform throughout the United States,” 
to make the burdens of taxation fall equally 
upon the people in whatever State of the 
Union they may reside. 
But what would be the value of such 
an uniform rule it moneys raised by it 
could be immediately returned by a dif­ 
ferent one which will give to the people 
of some States much more, and to thoso 
of others much less than their fair propor­ 
tion? 
W ere the Federal Government to 
exempt, in express terms, tho imperts, 
products, and manufactures of soma por­ 
tion? of the country from all duties, while 
it imposed heavy ones oil others, tho to- 
justice could not be greater. 
It would 
be easy to show how, by the operation of 
such a principle, the large State* of tho 
Union would uot only havo to contribute 
heir just share towards tkt support of tho 
Federal Govern merit, but also have to 
bear in some degree the taxes necessary 
to support the Governments of their smal­ 
ler sisters : but it is deemed unnecessary 
to state the Details where the general prin­ 
ciple is so obvious. 
A system liable to such objection! eon 
never be sup|>osed to have been sanction­ 
ed by the framers of the constitution, 
when they conferred on Congress tho 
taxing pow er: and I feel persuaded that 
a mature examination of the subject will 
satisfy every one that there are insurmoun­ 
table difficulties in the operation of any 
plan which can be devised of collecting 
revenue for the purpose of distributing it- 
Congress is only authorized to levy taxes, 
“ to pay the debts and provide for the 
commo i defence and general Welfare of 
the United States.” 
There is no such provision os would 
authorize Congress to collect together 
tho property ol the country, uoder the 
name of revenue for the purpose of divi­ 
ding it equally or unequally among tike 
States or the people. 
Indeed, it ie not 
probable that such an idea ever occurred 
to ihe States when they adopted the con­ 
stitution. 
But, however this may be, tho 
only safe rule for us in interpreting the 
powers granted to the Federal Govern­ 
ment, is to regard the absence of eipreas 
authority to touch a subject so important 
and delicate as this, is as equivalent to a 
prohibition. 
Even if our powers were 
less doubtful in this respect, as the C on­ 
stitution now stands, there are considera­ 
tions afforded by recent experience,which 
would seem to make it our duty to avoid 
a resort to such a av stem. 
All will admit that the simplicity and 
economy of the State G o.e a.

It is believed that the law o f the la*t •«'.*- 


sik h regulating the depilate banks, operates 
onerously and unjustly upon them in many 
respect.*; aud it i* hoped that Uongrcss, on 
proper representation*, will adopt the m odi­ 
fication* winch are necessary to prevent tile 
consequences. 
T h e report o f the Secretary of W a r, ml in­ 
terim, and the accompanying documents, nil 
which ai* herewith laid bebite you, will give 
you a full view of the diversified and impor­ 
tant operations o f that Departm ent during 
the past year. 
T h e m ilitary movement*, rendered neces­ 
sary by the aggressions of the hostile por­ 
tions of the Sem inole and C reek tribes of In ­ 
dians. and by other circum stances, have re­ 
quired the active employment of nearly our 
whole regular force, including the marine 
corps, and of large bodies of m ilitia and vol­ 
unteers. 
W ith all these events, so far as 


they were known at the seat of governm ent 
before the termination o f your last session, 
you are already acquainted: and it is, there­ 
fore, only needful in this place to lay before 
von, a brief summary of what has since o c­ 
curred. 
T h e w ar with the Sem inoles, (lur­ 
ing the summer, was, on our part, chiefly 
confined to ihe protection of our frontier set- , 
tlements, from the incursions o f the enem y; 
and as a necessary and important means tor 
the accomplishment of that end. to the m ain­ 
tenance of the posts previously established.— 
In the course of this duty, several actions 
took place, iii which the bravery and disci­ 
pline of both officers and men were conspic­ 
uously displayed, and which I have deemed 
it proper to notice, in respect to the former, 
bv granting o f brevet rank tor gallant servi­ 
ces in the field. 
B u t as the force of the In- 


dians w-a* not so far weakened by these par­ 
tial successes, as to lead ihtnn to submit, and 
a* their savage inroads were frequently re- 
tc att'd. early measures were ta^en for tfie 
piacmg it the disposal ofG overn ^ r C all, who, 
a* commander-in-chief o f the territorial m ilit­ 
ia, had been tnmpor.irtiy invested with the 
command, in ample force, for the purpose ol 
resuming the offensive operation*, 
in the 


most (‘ifiotcnt manner, so soon a* the season 
should permit. 
M ajor general Jessup was 


also directed, on the conclusion of his duties 
in the Creek country, to repair to Florida,and 
assume the command. 
T h e result of the first movements made by 


tho forces under the direction of Governor 
Call, rn O ctober last, as detailed in t;ie ac- j 
com panying papers, excited much surprise 


and disappointment. 
A full explanation bio 
been req nred of the caules which led to th« 
failure of that movement, but has not yet beau 
received. 
In tho mean limo, as it was feared 
that the health of Governor Call, who ta i 
understood to have suffered much from sick­ 
ness, w ould nut be adequate to the crisis, 
and as Major General Jessup was known to 
have reached Florida, that officer was direct­ 
ed to assume the command, and to prosecutt 
all needful operations 
with the utmost r 
promptitude nm! vigor. 
From the force at 
hi* disposal, aud the dispositions he has mad* 
and i* .intruded to make, and from Hie very 
efficient measure* which it is since ascer­ 
tained have been taken by Governor Call, 
there I * reason to hope that they will soon be 
enabled to reduce the enemy to subjection. 
In the mean tune, as you will perceive from 
tile report of the Secretary,there is urgent ne- 
cessitv for further appropriations lo suppress 
their hostilities, 
H appily for the interests of humanity, th# 


hostilities w ith the Creeks were brought to a 
close soon alter your adjournment, without 
that effusion of blood winch at one tune was 
apprehended as inevitable. 
The uncondit­ 


ional submission o f the ho* trio party was fol­ 
lowed by their speedy removal to tile coun­ 
try assigned them west o f the Mississippi.— 
'The inquiry as to the alleged fraud* in tho 
purchase of the reservation* of these Indiana, 
and th® cativo o f their hostilities, requested, 
bv the resolution, of the House of Rvpresca- 
(alive* of the I.ft ot July Inst, to be made by 
the President, is now going on, through the 
agency of commissioners appointed for that 
purpose. 
T h e ir report may be expected dur­ 


ing your present session. 
T ile Hi Iii ''trines apprehended in the Cher­ 


okee country have been prevented, and th# 
peace aud safety ut that region and its vicin­ 
ity e lT 'd u a lly secured, fly the timely meas­ 
ures taken by the War Department, and still 
continued. 


T h e discretionary authority given to Gen­ 


eral G aines to cross the Sabine, and to occu­ 
py a position as far wr»t us Nacogdoches, in 
ease fie should deem such a step necessary 
to tim protection of the frontier, and to th* 
fulfilm ent of the stipulations contained in our 
treaty with M exico, and Hie movement sub- 
aeqiiently made by that officer, have been al­ 
luded to in a former part of tin* message.— 
A t the date o f the latest intelligence from 
Nacogdoches, our troops were yet at that „ 
station; but the officer who bas succeeded 
G en e:al Gam es ha* recently been advised 
that, from tho tact* known al the scat of 
Governm ent, there would seen: to be no ad­ 
equate cause for nnv longer maintaining that 
position; and lie was accordingly instructed, 
iii case the troi p* wa rn not already (with­ 
drawn m iller the discretionary power* be­ 
fore po's.*>*eil by Inin to give the requisite 
order* for that purpose on the receipt of the 
instructions, unless lie skull then have in hi* 
possession such information a* lie shnll satis­ 
fy finn that the maintenance of the post it 
essential to the protection of our frontiers, 
and to the due execution of our treaty stipu­ 
lations, as previously explained to hun. 
W h ils t Hie necessities existing during thi 


prest ut year, for the *eivice of militia volun­ 
teer*. have furnished new proof* of the pat­ 
riotism of our fellow citizens, they have also 
strongly illustrated the importance of an in­ 
crease in the rank and tile o f the regular 
arm y. 
'The view s ut tin* subject submitted 
by tfie Secretary o f W a r, in Ins report meet 
my entire concurrence; and arc earncatly 
recommended to the deliberate attention o f ^ 
( ’oiigress. 
In tins connection it is also proper # 


to remind you, Hint the defect* in our present 
m ilitia system are every day rendered inori 
apparent. 
T h e duty of making further pro­ 


vision* by law for organizing, Arming and 
diriphm ng this arm of defence has been so 
repeatedly presented to Uongress by myself 
and my predecessors, that I deem it sufficient 
on tin* occasion to refer to the last annual 
message, and to firm er Executive cominuni- * 
cations iii which the subject has been discus­ 
sed.
